Himmler is the man from whom 
the United Nations may finally be 
compelled to accept the uncondi­ 
tional surrender of Germany, de­ 
spite the fact he is high on the 
list of w ar criminals drafted by 
the Allies, perhaps even Number 
One—Number Two. at least.

He once encountered a surgeon 
who said he could tell from look­ 
ing a t the microscopic slides of a 
cystic ovary exactly what syrup* 
toms the patient had. (I do not 
mean a big tumor of a cystic 
ovary: just ordinary sized ovariea 
w.th cyst*.) Dr. H ertzler showed 
him a slide. The surgeon described 
the patient's sufferings—a gosh 
awful pain in the groin referred 
to the back and down the leg. even 
ending in convulsions. Then he 
turned to Dr. H ertzler and asked 
—“Am I rig h t?” Dr. Hertzler said 
he didn’t know: he got the speci­ 
men from a pig at the slaughter 
house. 


When he was approached to 
compile his treatise on tum ors by 
Mr. Lea, the distinguished Phila­ 
delphia medical publisher, he got 
some good advice about how to 
write. It will do for young aspir­ 
ants yet. “Ju st imagine,” he was 
told, “ (hat you are going to send 
the m anuscript by telegraph, and 
you are going to pay the bill.” 
Dr. H ertzler’s rhetorical style 
is, in my opinion, the best of any 
medical w riter in English in our 
time. It is a delight to read and 
keeps the reader going. He never 
uses a stilted word when a com­ 
mon one will do. My suggestion 
for 
an 
epitaph 
for him 
is— 
“ Whenever he was tempted to 
write “is not” he changed it to 
“ain 't.” 
The great and im portant lesson 
of this career is that a man can 
do as good work in medical science 
in a rural community as in a city, 
if he wants to. Probably th#

problem of

medicine is to get the doctors bark 
on the farm . That ii why the 
Wagner-.M urray bill is making so 
many friends, in spite of the doc­ 
tors’ opposition.

He has previously been listing 
the "works of the flesh," and turn­ 
ing from them—and a horrifying 
list he mention*—he turn* to the 
"fruit of the Spirit” Fruit is the 
result of life. The fruit of a tree 
will depend upon the tree'* root. 
An apple tree will bring forth ap­ 
ples, an orange tree orange*. The 
profit of the tree comes from the 
fruit—not the bark, or the leaves 
or flowers, but th# fruit The fruit 
of a good life brings blessings to 
other* and to the person practic­ 
ing same 
Hie fruit of this good life—the 
Ufe of the Spirit—is lore, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, In later versions, 
aelf-eontrol, 
meekness, 
temper­ 
ance; against such there Is no 
law ” 
The first of these fruits is love, 
love to God and love to man. Joy 
comes next, and joy makes us 
cheerful. Joy fills us when we 
realise our blessings and th* good­ 
ness of the Father toward us. 
Christians, of all people, should 
have happy face* and deep joy 
within. 
Peace After Joy 
After joy comes peace, a quiet, 
aurene feeling that nothing can 
dusturb because we know in the 
depths of our beings that what­ 
ever comes to us, we have strength 
not our own, but of th# Spirit—to 
endure It. 
Longsuffering means patience 
and 
cheerfulness—to bear the 
Ills that com# to us, the hurts and 
slights as well as misfortunes. 
Kindness ta an active, busy virtue, 
an attitude of love toward all and 
a desire to help them when we 
can Goodness shin** in th# faces 
of th ob* who walk in the Spirit. It 
makes people trust and love good 
people because they know they 
can be trusted and will be kind 
and helpful. 
A man who is faithful may be 
trusted. His "word la as good as 
his bond," they say, He Is faithful 


to his trusts, whether they be 
light or heavy. Meekness keeps 
the Christian from being vain, for 
he well knows his own weakness 
and that he owes his strength to 
resist from God And self-control 
is a command over bodily appe­ 
tites. Living in the Spirit cover* 
the whole range of moral disci­ 
pline, enabling one to control 
one’s conduct. 
"If we live In the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit" We must 
not envy or provoke one another. 
lf another is overtaken in a fault 
we should be patient and "restore 
such an one in the spirit of meek­ 
ness; 
considering 
thyself, lest 
thou also be tempted." We may 
have self-control, but our faults 
are not dead. Only by realising 
this and being constantly on guard 
can we he sure we, too, win not 
fall tnto temptation. 
Bear On# Another** Burdens 
"Bear ye one another's burdens." 
Burdens means heavy weights. 
If we see other* bearing a heavy 
load of trouble, we may not be 
able to take the burden away, 
but we can at least, by love and 
kindness, help them to bear K. 
"Let him that is taught In the 
word, communicate unto him that 
Uacketh in all good thingA" Sup­ 
port for those who give ail thalr 
tim# to the teaching of the Word 
is included In this instruction. 
"Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked; for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap." 
There are people who seem to 
think that if they keep their 
wrongdoing secret, they will not 
suffer for it, but how deceived 
they are! Human beings may not 
know of the evil, but the person a 
own conscience knows and God 
knows. He is not deceived, and as 
sure as the sun rises and aeta, 
punishment will follow sin. 
Last, let us not weary In well­ 
doing. We are weak and get tired 
as we journey through Ufe—tired 
and discouraged Paul tells us not 
to weary In th* struggle. U we 
are steadfast, we shall reap a 
glorious harvest. 
"For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to th# Sptrit, 
•hall of the Spirit reap everlast­ 
ing life." 
"As we have therefore oppor­ 
tunity, let us do good unto all men, 
especially unto than who are of 
the household of faith."
